THE EXPERIENCE OF HIS UNCLE 
ON ST. THOMAS. 


IN SEARCH OF QUIETUDE 


Letter Written in 1867 When the Pur- 
chase of the Islands Was First 
Agitated in This Country. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Just after 
‘““‘Mark Twain” had finished his ‘“‘Innocents 
Abrcad,”’ in the winter of 1867, while try- 
ing to find a pub.isher for his book, he 
went to Washington as a special corre- 
spondent for several newspapers. Andrew 
Jobnson was President. Secreiary Seward 
had recently purchased Alaska from Rus- 
sia, and it was announced that St. Thomas 
had been ceded by Denmark to the United 
States, but that subsequently the treaty 
was not ratified. 

Horace Greeley and other anti-adminis- 
tration editors ridiculed both, as unneces- 
sary accessions to Americas domain. 
‘‘Mark Twain'’ wrote a satirical account Of 
his uncie’s experiences as a farmer on St. 
Thomas, amid the earthquakes, vuleanves 
and storms, then said to be the chief fea- 
tures of life down there. He addressed nis 
letter in the form ot ap inquiry to the 
Tribune, as foliows: 

‘“Washingion, Dec. 10, 1867.--Could you 
give me any information respecting sucn 
is.ands, if any, as the government is go- 
ing to purchase? 

“It is an uncle of mine that wants to 
know. He is an industrious man and weil 
dispesed, and wanis to make a living in an 
henest, humble way, but more especially 
he wants to be quiet. He wishes tw sete 
down and be quiet and unostentatious. He 
has been .to many of the new isianus—bSt. 
Thomas—-but he says he thinks things are 
uosettied there, 


“He went down there early with an at- 
tache of the state depariment, who was 
‘sent down with money to pay for the 
isiand. My uncle had his money in the 
same bank, and so when they wen, ashore, 
getting a receipt, the sailors prose open the 
box and took all the money, not making 
any distinction between the governmeut 
money, which was legitimate money to be 
stoien, and my uncle’s, whch was his own 
private property, and should have been re- 
spected. 

“But he came home to get some more and 
went back. And then he took the fever. 
There were seven kinds of fever down 
there, you know, and as his blood was out 
of order by reason of loss of sleep and 
‘general wear and tear of mind, he failed 
to cure the first fever, and then somehow 
(he got the other six. He is not a kind of 
man that enjoys fevers, though he is well 
meaning and does always what he thinks is 
right. So he was a good deal annoyed 
baa it appeared that he was going to 

e. 
and started a farm. He fenced it in and 
the next day that great storm came and 
washed the most of it over to Gibraitar or 
around there somewhere. He only said in 
his patient way that it was gone and 
couldn’t bother about trying to find it, and 
where it went to, though it was is opin- 
lon that it went to Gibraltar. 

“Then the invested in a mountain and 
started a farm up there, so as to be out 
of the way when the sea came ashore 
again. It was a good mountain, and a 
good farm, but it wasn’t any use—an earth- 
quake came the next night and shook it 
all down. It was all fragments, you know, 
and so mixed up with another man's prop- 
erty that he could not tell which were his 
fragments without going to law, and he 
would not do that because his main object 
in going to t. Thomas was to be quiet. 
All that he wanted was to settle down and 
be auiet. 

“He thought it all over and finally con- 
cluded to try the low ground again, éspe- 
eially as he wanted to start a brick yard 
this time. He bought a flat and put out 
10,000 brick to dry, preparatory to baking 
them. But luck appeared to be against 
him. A voleano shoved itself thro there 
that night and elevated his brick 2000 feet 
in the air. It irritated him a good deal. He 
has been up there and says the brick are 
all baked right eno , but he can’t get 
them down. At first he thought maybe the 

overnment would get the brick down for 

im, because the government bought the 
island it ought to protect the property when 
a man has invested in good faith; but all 
he wants is quiet. so he is not going to ap- 
ply for the subsidv he was thinking about. 

“He went back there last week in a couple 
of shi of war to prospect around the 
coast for a safe place for a farm, where he 
could be quiet. but another earthquake 
came and hoisted both of the ships out into 
one of the interior counties, a he came 
near losing his life. So he has given up 
pros ting in a ship and is discouraged. 

“Well, now he don’t know what to do. He 
has tried Walrussia (Alaska had just been 
bought of Russia), but the bears kept af- 
ter him so much and kept him so on the 
jump, as it were, that he had to leave the 
country. Te could not be quiet there, with 
these bears prancing after him all the time 
That is how he os to the new island we 
have bought, St. omas. 

“But 9 is getting to think St. Thomas 
is not quiet enough for a man of his turn 
of mind. and that is why he wishes me to 
find cut if the government is going to buy 
any more islands short'y. He has heard 
that the government is thinking about buy- 
ing Puerto Rico. If that is true he wishes 
to try Puerto Rico, if that is a quiet place

NEARING ITS END 


ARCHBISHOP KAINE STANDS BY 
FATHER NAOMI. 


GIVES A WRITTEN INDORSEMENT 


Wants to Know Why Syrian Colony 
Has Not Built a Church if Able 
to Do So. 


Archbishop Kain has taken action in the 
factional fight in the Syrian Catholic coi- 
ony of St. Louis by endorsing the faction 
supporting Father Naomi. 

“It was necessary for me to indorse one 
side or the other,”’ the archbishop said to 
the Post-Dispatch Friday morning, ‘ana 
I decided to take the side of Father Naomi 
and those friendly to him.” 

The building of a new church enters into 
the controversy of the Syrian Catholics and 
the archibishop, though in a somewhat 
different manner than it did in the contro- 
versy between his grace and the Immacu- 
late Conception congregation. 

When Father Naomi took charge of the 
Syrian Church at 717 South Third street he 
decided to build a new church if he cou.d 
raise the funds. Recently he app.arcd 
among the Syrians and other Cathouc, aud 
aiso among non-Cacholics, with a letter 
bearing the endorsement of Archibishop 
Kain, and asked for subscriptions to the 
new church. 

Members of the faction of the congrega- 
tion opposed to Father Naoini declared thcy 
did not believe that archbishop had author- 
ized him to solicit funds. 

They called on the archbishop and told 
him they didn’t like Father Naomi as their 
pastor and they would prefer to import a 
new stor from Syria and then aid him in 
building a church. 

The archbishop would not listen to their

ONT have recognized Father Naomi and 
if the Syrian Catholics do not take him they 
can get no other priest,’ said Archbishop 
Kain Friday morning. “If they shou.d bring 
a priest over from syria 1 wouid not per- 
mit him to take charge of the Syrian con- 
gre ation. 
he faction hostile to Father Naomi 
has compiained to me that it does not know 
he is all right. But I think he is. He came 
to me with letters from sevral bishops in 
whose w have confidence.’

The members of the 
other faction say they do not want outside
